Difficult Experiment —The following notice of 
a novel and difficult experiment lately made on the 
"Thames, is from the Boston Patriot : 

An unexampled enterprise has heen lately un- 
deitaken, and with complele success, in the wre 
ters of the Thames, not for from its mouth. It 
was desired to dislodgo the hull of n large vessel 
which was fixed in the bed of the river, and which 
obsiructed the navigation like an immovable rock. 
All efforts to stort it had failed, till an ollicer of en- 
gitieers proposed the plan of filling two enormous 
cylinders of lead with gunpowder, and placing 
them, by means of the diving bell, under the 
aides of the embedded vessel, and exploding them. 
A tube communicated at one ond with tho cylin- 
ders, and contained a fuso to bo lighted ut the 
ather, 

‘Two attempts to put the design in execution 
failed, by a dorangement of the apparatus, nnd one 
sailor lost his life by entangloment in tho cords of 
the diving bell, which was constantly agitated nnd 
displaced by the тойоп of the waler But, ut 
last, the prepurations being all compleled, 4,000 lbs. 
of powder, with which the cylinders were filled, 
were ignited in the bed of the to throw up

As enrly asthe Mth century, silk appears to 
have been manufactured in England, but not to 
any groatextent; but in 1062, the silk throwsters 
of London were formed into a fellowship or com- 
pany. They did not, however, receive any act of 
incorporation until 1629.—In the reign of Charles 
11, according to ustatute then passed, it is recited 
that no lower than 40,000 persons were engaged 
in the Silk business. This is altogether a mistake, 
{und forms one amongst the many now acknowledg- 
ed exaggerations of that ago. That the manufac- 
ture was of some importance I havo no doubt; but 
it is impossible to believe that it increased. to any 
thing like this magnitude, until the revocation of 
the edict of Nantes in 1685, by Louis the Four- 
teenth, The Silk operatives of France, being 
mostly of tho Protestant Church, were compelled 
on that occasion to fly their country from the 
flames of persceution, and to souk refuge under 
the milder and more toterunt institutions of Eng- 
land, They were received with open arma, and 
settled in a part of London called " Spitalfields.”

A friend to whom I have heen introduced, has 
favored me with a few statistics on the value, ex- 
tent and importance of tho British Silk Trade. 
In 1836, according to a Government. estimate, 
the whole amount of manufactures of silk was 
stated to be £16,183,245 ; er about $52,000,000. 

The same gentleman informed mo that such 
had heen tha increase, that in his boliof, the returns 
of 1837-8 would be at least £19,000,000 or $75,- 
000,000! Now is not a share of such a manu- 
facture as this, a golden prizo well worth struggling 
for. 

The declared value of British Exports of Man- 
ufactured Silk in 1836, amounted to £917,822, tho 
real value of which was probably £1, 200,000 or 
$6,000,000. For these exports, the United States 
of America, were, ns usual, the best customers 
taking about the value of $1,200,000. And, 
strange to say, the next best customer was France 
herself, who took to the value, as I am informed, 
of $400,000, In 1831, France imported manu- 
factured silks from England, according to the Par- 
liamentary returns, valued at £00,310, or $317,- 
000. Such is the power of Britain, that you will 
see that even in. manufacturesin which for ages 
the French have had the reputation of excelling, 
they are now to some extent importers from a non= 
producing country of a raw material. This is an 
example worthy tho study and emulation of the 
United States. 

Thavo now wrilten enough fora single letter, 
and in my next will enter more deeply into tho 
details and philosophy (if I may use such а word) 
of the British Silk Trade, shewing the number 
of persons employed, the capital invested, the seats 
of manufacture, the raw material imported, und 
from what countries, Se. &с, For the present I 
will conclude with a hope that soma of us may 
live to see our ows country аз largo nn exporter of 
raw silk as Italy, Bengal or China. Wherefore 
should it not be the case ? 


Early  Vegelables.—Evevy ono has observed, 
that when lettuce seed gets acattered upon tho 
ground in the fall, and ties in the earth during the 
winter, it will be up earlier and come to maturity 
sooner than where tho sced in sown in the spring, 
be И done ascarly as it may. "l'ho only objection 
to sowing in the fall, is, the ground becomes во 
hard, that although the seed comes up quickly, the 
plant never grows so thriftily, nor becomos so large 
and grateful to the poluto, as when the earth hos 
been mellowed after settling in the spring. The

Now to obtuin the benefits of fall sowing nnd at 
the same time avoid the counteracting el 
ces of the ground becoming compact and hard, 1 
would propose that the seed be placed in small bags, 
and buried slightly in some safe place till spring, 
when, soon as the ground із fit to work, prepare а 
spot for theie reception, this being done, dig them 
мр and plant them. "l'ho seed by lying in the 
ground evidently undergoes a preparatory process 
essentiul to a quick and healthy germination, not 
to be obtained in any other way.— What. this pro- 
cuss is I um not fully prepared to state; though 
probably it consists in the absoption of the oit that 
the seed contains, rendering every part of it aus- 
ceptible of being acted upon by the moisture of 
the earth, und thereby fitting it to spring quickly 
into life on feeling the warmth communicated by 
the April sun. 

It is important to have seed of any kind como up 
quickly after it is sown, that it may get a start in 
advance of the weeds, which draw away the nu- 
triment essential to u plant, und by being first up 
check and retard its growth, Take Onions for ex- 
ample, which are generally three or four weeks 
coming up; now if they could be mudo to come 
up in one, we shall thereby obtuin an absolute gain 
of two weeks of tho weeds, which if it should nat 
save one boring, it will certainly render the first 
hocing less dificult and tedious. 

Thave witnemed two instancos whero seeds have 
luin over winter in the ground, which fully corrob- 
orate what I have been stating, 

1 had occasion to dig а trench eighteen or twon- 
ty inches deep late in the fall, into which I throw 
а parcel ot radish tops filled with svedu, which 
wero afterwards coverod up to the full depth of the 
trench dug. In tho spring, I had this sume ground 
spaded up во deep that many of the radish seeds 
wero again brought to the eurface, On this I plunt- 
ed beet seed, In two days atter the ground was 
(Вин prepared, the radish seeds had gonninited, 
and made their uppezruneo, and continued to grow 
most luxuriently of any that I ever siw. Pho 
other instance strikingly illustratea the benefits of 
thus disposing of seeds during the winter. It wos 
the following: After having prepared some ground 
for parsnips, and planted them in the usal man- 
ner, 1 came across a bunch of seed. where an ine 
gathered top of n seed parsnip had acchlently got 
covered up, uad Init through the winter, Of this, 
1 gatliered up a hondful and. threw it broudeust 
upon the ground I hod previously plantod. In four 
of five days this lust seed cumo up, uud grew to bc 
several inches high, before the aved Bist. planted 


in coming up, as the other had been days. Hep 
though accidontly, a fair experiment was пи 
and positive proof of the advantages to be deris, 
obtained, There are many other kinds of ses 
which Т am fully convinced, may bo kept ond p 
pared in the same way for early germinntion wi 
equally beneficial results. shalt test the expe; 
ment more extensively this winter with dif 
kinds, and whether the result prove successful с, 
your readers shall he informed in the spring
